The door of the building was lock- 


ed when he returned and there was 
nothing disturbed other than the cash 
register. An . Investigation 
showed 


that a window in the rear of the build- 
ing upstairs was open, and It is sup 
posed that the thief got away by 
climlilng out ot that window and down 
a high fence that runs close to the 
window. 


Nobody went in or out of the front 


end of tbo building during Mr. Cas- 
well's absence, for Mr. William Les- 
sor, who lives next door, was stand- 
ing on the corner and stated that no- 
body had passed while Mr. Caswell 
was away. 


The police were notified and they 


made an Investigation, but other than 
finding that two meo had been seen 
coming out of the alley between the 
bottling works and the laundry, were 
unable to locate any tlue that looks 
promising.

Quebec, Aug. 22.—Hawley H. Crip- 


pen and Ethel C. Leneve have sailed 
for England, on board the White Star 
liner Megantic, due at Liverpool at 
noon next' Saturday. 
By 
Saturday 


night they'wlll probably be lodged in 
a London jail to await trial for the 
murder of a woman supposed to be 
Crippen'B wife, Belle Elmore. 


An extraordinary accident occurred 


as Crippen crossed the gangplank. It 
carried an omen that might well de- 
press a man In the shadow of the 
hangman's rope. 
Crippen came hur- 


rying across the plank handcuffed, 
his hat pulled low over his eyes and 
his chin burled In his collar, trying 
apparently to dodge the photograph- 
ers. 


In his haste he ran squarely into a 


rope that held the .gangway steady. 
The rope caught him under the chin 
and jerked him backward, and had 
not Inspector Dew, who was close be- 
hind, caught him, Crippen woud have 
fallen and possibly pitched Into the 
water. 
The next Instant Dew had 


set him on his feet, and the pair uis- 
appearcd on the steamer. 


Miss Leneve, who had left tha jail 


with every evidence of •willingness, 
had to be supported as she crossed 
the gangplank. 
As she reached the 


deck of the Megantic she fainted and 
had to be carried to her cabin. It was 
half an hour before she revived. 


Inspector Dew managed tho depart- 


ure of the pair In a manner that fur- 
nished a fitling climax to their sensa- 
tional capture. He entered his name 
on the passenger list as "Silas P. 
Doyle." This In spite of the Tact that 
Dew was probably the best known 
man'aboard and that among his 900 
fellow-passengers fully 600 had met 
him In Quebec. 


Consistently he registered his as- 


sistant, Serge-ant Mitchell of Scotland 
Yard, as "M. F. O. Johnston." Mrs. 
Stone, one of the wardresses, brought 
from London to look after Miss Le- 
neve, appeared on tho passenger list 
as "Mary Byrne," and Miss Foster, 
her companion, as "Miss Ogllvie." 


After making secret arrangements 


to board this steamer Dew conducted 
his prisoners with an air of mystery 
that set the city In an urproar and 
brought' every reporler and photo- 
grapher In Quebec upon his heels. He 
smuggled them from the local jail with 
three hacks and five provincial de- 
tectives to hiilp his own Scotland Yard 
force. 
Then, by circuitous routes he 


drove to tho river at Sillery. a vil- 
lage only a mile from the jail In a 
straight line, but a measured seven 
miles over the road he chose. 


In 
an automobile the 
reporters 


reached Sillery in time to see the tug 
Queen puffing up the river with Dew 
on deck wearing a triumphant smile. 
Thus the British detectives escaped 
the photographers on shore, but the 
Queen had to lie off Cape Rouge for 
nearly three hours until the liner ar- 
rived. 


Alert photographers 
had thus al 


the chance in the world to charter a 
tug In Quebec and steam up the river 
And they took it. 
The Queen was 


overhauled just as the Megantic hov 
In sight. 


Finding his task Impossible, Dew 


finally had the Queen lashed to the 
steamer's side, and put'Crippen and 
Miss Leneve aboard under a camera

Korea and His People Have Con- 


sented to Be Governed by Emperor 


and Government of Japan—Annexa- 


tion Not Expected to Involve Dis- 


turbances, as Korea Is Well Policed 


Tokio, Aug. 22.—Within the week 


"the hermit kingdom" and the empire 
of Korea will become historical terms, 
12,000.000 of people will bo added to 
the population of Japan, and territory 


arge as England will become part 


of the Japanese emperor's dominions. 


The treaty of Portsmouth, which 


settled the war between Japan anil 
Russia, roads that Japan shall have 
the "guidance n protection and control" 
of Korea, and the last stage of this 
agreement is now becoming an actu- 
ality after three years of experiment- 
ing to discover a practical method of 
conserving: the national entity of the 
Korean peninsula. 


The privy council ot Japan has been 


summoned to meet today, which is re- 
garded by well-informed persons as 
practically tha signal to complete the 
negotiations between Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Terauchi, the Japanese resident 
general in Korea, and the Emperor of 
Korea and his cabinet, which have 
continued for a full week. 


While the entire proceedings of the 


negotiations are shrouded In absolute 
official silence, there no longer can be 
any doubt that the Korean emperor 
has agreed to sign a convention by 
which, in view of the untenable con- 
ditions pertaining, he and his govern- 
ment1 and people consent to the abso- 
lute control of Korea by the emperor 
and government of Japan. 


Extra editions of the newspapers 


say the convention has already been 
signed, but, whether or not this be 
so, some announcement Is expected 
shortly after the meeting of the privy 
council today. This probably will in- 
clude the official proclamation ot the 
conclusion of the convention of an- 
nexation, unless all the prognostica- 
tions of well-informed persons are In- 
correct. 


The Yl dynasty In Korea has lasted 


51S years. Seven branches of the fam- 
ily remain and the heads of these all 
will be given rank'as pririces. 
number of other Korean officials will 
be elevated to the Japanese nobility. 


Throughout the 
negotiations the 


mass of the Koreans have been kept 
In entire Ignorance of what has been 
transpiring. 
The newspaper censor- 


ship is complete and the sale of Jap- 
anese newspapers has not been per- 
mitted In Korea. 


It is not believed, however, that 


annexation by Japan will involve dls- 
turhances in any section of Korea, 
•which is thoroughly policed. Cer- 
tainly the court and cabinet officials in 
the peninsula are quite complacent.

Korea realize that conditions in their 
country will be improved and it wiV 
be impossible for the malcontents tt 
arouse sufficient feeling to create up- 
risings.

and Is Said to Have Indorsement of

Washington, Aug. 22.—As often as 


fresh opposition arises to there-election 
of Uncle Joe Cannon to the speaker- 
ship of the house, just as often there 
is new speculation as to the most like- 
ly man to succeed the veteran legis- 
lator as the presiding officer of the 
house. 


With the open rebellion of Repre- 


sentative Longworth and his declar- 
ation that he cannot again support 
Cannon for tne spealcership, discus- 
sion of the possible identity of the 
next speaker has been renewed in 
Washington. 


Just now the stock of Walter 
I. 


Smith of Iowa seems to be on a ris- 
ng market. 
It is said the preslden 


Favors him as Cannon's succe-ssof. To 
have the support of the administra- 
tion would be a tremendous advantagi 
in a party fight 
of this 
character 


There is no definite announcement o 
the president's attitude, but it would 
be an easy matter for the word to go 
out that tho president wanted Smith 
elected. 


Judge Smith has been a high priest, 


in the c'amp of tho regulars. He has 
served faithfully upon Cannon's com- 
mittee on rules and is as familiar 
with the legislative details and or- 
ganization practices as any man in 
the house. This may qualify him for 
tho speakership from the standpoint 
of a reactionary, but It may also dis- 
qualify him whsn he conies to securing 
the support of Ihe progressives. 


^If Cannon should retire 
from 
the 


race or be retired, and It comes to a 
showdown between the middle west 
and the east ovor the election of the 
next speaker, the fight would prob- 
ably narrow down to Representatives 
Smith of Iowa and Weeks of Massa- 
chusetts.

ported by Senator 
Crane,

probably the smoothest and most ef- 
fective politician in cither branch of 
congress.

Is physically unable to pc-rforin the 
duties and on that account would 
probably refuse to allow his name to 
be presented. 


Marlin E. Olmstead of Pennsylvania
